In Case you 
make several gallons of 3elly at omce, a 
good plan i& to try, half a cupful of the 
liquid and boil it with half a cup of 
sugar a few minutes; set it in a. cool 
place; if. the jelly, when, cold, is firm 
you may add the sugar to the boiling 
juice; if mot, boil it a iittle long-er, as n 
large quantity takes longer to boil than 
a small quantity.—Brooklyn K.igle.

GOLDBUG TACTICS. 


Brown University is situated at 


Providence, Khode Island. Professor 
Andrews has been President of the 
University for years. President An- 
drews believes in an American finan- 
cial policy, that is, he is a bimetallift. 
One of the students of the University 
Is a son of Standard Oil Bockefeller, 
who has made many millions by reason 
of his interest in the oil trust, which is 
one of the greatest monopolies in the 
United States. It appears that the 
trustees of the University expected a 
gift of money from Mr. Rockefeller 
and as their expectations were not 
realized attributed Mr. Rockefeller's 
delinquency to the financial theoiies 
of President Andrews. To ingratiate 
themselves with the oleaginous million- 
aire they dispensed with the services 
of President Andrews and politely 
notified the gentleman that his i»signa- 
tion would be accepted. 


Whether Mr. Rockefeller, in consid- 


eration of the action of the trustees 
of Brown University, made a liberal 
donation to the institution or not has 
not yet been made known to the pub- 
lic, but the course of the trustees 
should receive universal condemna- 
tion. It shows what the gold men will 
do and what the people are to expect 
from them. President Andrews has 
not been offensively conspicuous as a 
bimetallist. When asked to give his 
views on the money question he has 
done so. He believes with the founders 
of the Government in the coinage and 
use of gold and silver as money. He 
does not believe in discriminating 
against either metal and holds that the 
mints should be open to both en teims 
of equality. He contends that a silver 
dollar of 412)4 grains, bearing the 
stamp of the United States Mint and a 
legal tender for all debts, would be 
one hundred cents if all the silver pro- 
duced in the United States should be 
coined into such dollars. That a gen- 
tleman entertaining suoh views should 
bs permitted to remain at the head of 
one of our educational institutions is 
incompatible with the ideas of militon- 
nire monopolists, who want the pur- 
chasing power of their dollars doubled 
by keeping the country on a gold basis, 
und in deference to their wishes, and 
that thrift may follow fawninp, such 
men as Piofessor Andrews must step 
down and out. 


COAL MINERS TO STKIKK. 


It ia authoratively announced that 


all the bituminous coal miners in the 
United States have been ordered out 
on a strike. It is estimated that 250,- 
000 men will be involved, as circulars 
have been sent to organizations repre- 
senting that number. 


Some time ago repiesentatives of the 


coal miners met in convention at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and adopted a scale of 
prices. It was not deemed advisable 
to attempt the enforcement of the new 
scale at that time, but a committee 
was appointed and authorized to order 
a strike at a seasonable time. The 
committee considers the present time 
opportune and has, therefore, ordered 
n strike. 


It is stated that the coal miners re- 


ceive from 55 to 60 cents per ton of 
2,240 pounds for mining coal. Thh is 
less than the tariff on coal, so that if 
coal was mined free ofchaigein for- 
eign countries and transported free to 
the United States it could not compete 
in the market with the home product. 
What will be the effect of 250,000 men 
engaged in one pursuit going out on a 
stjike? It is seldom that strikes re- 
suit beneficially to those engaged in 
them, but this, possibly, may prove an 
exception to the general rale. 
In 


these piping times of gold bag pros- 
perity with thousands of men out of 
employment, the mine owners may be 
able to find men to take the places of 
the strikers. If they are, and the strik- 
ers attempt to prevent them from 
working, trouble is certain to result 
and the strikers, as usual, will be 
worsted. For years past the principal 
use for the United States army haa 
been in the suppression of strikes, and 
strikers, however well organized, can 
not resist the power of the government 
successfully. 


No one will deny tha right of the coal 


miners to strike for living wages, bat 
many people who deeply sympathize 
with the miners in their efforts to get 
wages that will support themselves and 
their families, will dispute their right

Workers of Americn haa been ordered 
for July 4th, by the executive boards 
also byths District Presidents. The 
official order covers the fact that at 
the last annual convention of the mine 
worketrat Columbus, O., held January 
12th it was determined that the scale 
of prices should be advanced and the 
schedule was recited in detail. The or- 
der goes on and says that in the gen- 
eral business revival and industrial 
improvement, which is earnestly pro- 
claimed, we ought to share and if we 
do not attempt to shard we shall rub 
ourselves and those dependent upon 
as. 
Let the watchword be "Mine

ies are directed to be formed and to 
see that action is taken at once
